Navy to any ship, aireraft, de-
tachment or other unit in waval
service which has — subsequent
to Deec. 6, 1941.— distinguished
itself by outstanding heroism in
action with the enemy, but not
sufficiently to justify award of
the Presidential Unit Citation.

Navy authorities pointed out
that the Navy Unit Commenda-
tion will rank below the Presi-
dential Unit Citation, and will
compare to similar awards of
the Silver Star Medal or Legion
of Merit to individuals;

The decoration may also be
carned by any unit distinguish-
ing Itself by extremely meritorl-
ous service not involving combat
but in support of military op-
crations,

According to officials, no unit
may receive both the Presiden-
tial Unit Citatfon and the Navy
Unit Commendation for the
same’ act or service,
